Kennedy Aides fought Police, Ignored Johnson 
Air Force One Was 'Sickest' on Return Flight From Dallas 


NEW 
YORK (AP) — Mrs. 


John F. Kennedy and the grief- 
dazed aides of her assassinated 
husband declined to sit with 
President Lyndon B. Johnson 
during the flight from Dallas to 
Washington, William Manchest- 
er 
reports in his book, "The 


Death of a President." 


He wrote that Mrs. Kennedy 


instructed Malcolm 
Kilduff. a 


press secretary, to inform the 
reporters aboard the plane: 


"You make sure, 
Mac—you 


tell them that I was not up 
front, but that I came back here 
and sat with Jack." 


Manchester wrote that Brig. 


Gen Godfrey Me Hugh, 
Air 


Force aide to Kennedy, pounded 
the press table to emphasize his 
words and told the newsmen, "I 
want the record to show" that 
the four Kennedy aides "spent 
this flight in the tail compart- 
ment 
with the President 
— 


President Kennedy." 


Tensinn, Flareups 


The third installment of Look 


magazine's four-part serializa- 


tion of Manchester's book re- 
lates the incidents. 


Reports have circulated for 


years about the tensions and 
flareups between Johnson's par- 
tisan and men loyal to the mem- 
ory of Kennedy on the home- 
ward flight of the presidential 
plane, Air Force One.

Box Springs 
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The Sheriff's Office as a Career 


A public hearing before a State Senate 


committee last week started a resolution 
to remove the constitutional limit of two 
consecutive terms for sheriffs on its second 
trip through the legislature. 
If it gains 


the expected legislative approval, the con- 
stitutional change will go before the voters 
In an April referendum along with the 
important questions of establishing a legal 
state debt limit and providing for four-year 
terms for governor. 


Four times since 1921, Wisconsin vot- 


ers have said, in effect, that their fore- 
fathers had a good idea when they included 
in the constitution a limit of two consecu- 
tive terms for sheriff out of concern for 
the powers which the county chief law 
enforcement officer might build for him- 
self. This year, the referendum is given a 
better chance of acceptance. 


But it will be important to keep a bal- 


ance of the reasons set forth in the cam- 
paign for the change. At its Green Bay 
convention, 
the 
organization 
of county 


sheriffs voted to provide $15.000 as part 
of this advertising campaign. 


The partisan importance of the office 


of sheriff was reflected at the convention 
as Republican Gov. Warren Knowles de- 
scribed the two-term limit as "unfair and 
(serving) no useful purpose" and as Demo- 
cratic Atty. Gen. Bronson La Follette said 
"the two-term limit is contrary to what 
law enforcement needs, professionaliza- 
tion."

LBJ's New Image 


President Johnson presented a new look 


at his press conference last week. But un- 
fortunately for the "credibility" of his 
image, information about the December 
negotiations between the United States and 
Hanoi appeared in the newspapers the next 
day. 


The President took a moderate point 


of view in his conference and in answer to 
questions. He said he is kept awake at 
night because of his failure to end the war. 
He reiterated his plea for "unconditional 
discussions." He warned that despite all 
the efforts there was no encouragement he 
could offer that any serious considera- 
tion of such discussions was underway in 
North Vietnam. 


This may be exactly true. 
Although 


there are now reports that last December 
It appeared as if Hanoi was getting ready 
for the conference table and that only the 
American bombing raids on Hanoi itself 
cancelled the opportunity, the report may 
have been optimistic. It well may be that 
this carrot and stick technique, so over- 
worked by the Americans, is also a favorite 
of the North Vietnamese. If we had not 
bombed so close to Hanoi, they might have 
found another excuse to postpone negotia- 
tions. 


was closer to the mark, partisan considera- 
tions aside. It may be that the fear of 
sheriffs building political machines to run 
counties is no longer as valid as it was 
when the constitution was written. But 
doing away with the two-term limitation 
does not automatically mean that profes- 
sionalism is going to come to the office of 
county sheriff. 


The office of sheriff is going to remain 


a political office, a fact that stands in stark 
contrast to police professionalism which 
must include isolation from politics. 
In 


fact, the incumbency of sheriffs for longer 
than f'-ur years could turn out to be a 
handicap to better county police organiza- 
tion in urban counties. 


In time, if Wisconsin urban counties 


are to function for the 
responsibilities 


which are being thrust upon them, the 
legislature is going to have to create a 
structure for county or metropolitan police 
with career officers at the top free from 
the partisan ballot. A sheriff who can 
build political support over two terms to 
be re-elected again and again does not 
automatically become a professional police 
department director. 
Neither does one 


swept into office on the coattails of a one- 
sided election for governor or president. 


Removal of the two consecutive term 


limit for sheriff may be an improvement 
for rural counties and may be better than 
the county law enforcement system Wis- 
consin has now. But it isn't going to be 
much better. 


But the President's new humble atti- 


tude simply does not fit his previous per- 
sonality and in itself merely increases that 
credibility gap. On Thursday he repeated 
several times that there was no sign of 
serious interest in negotiations in Hanoi. 
But on Saturday one of his major State 
Department advisers, Walt Rostow, specif- 
ically said that this was "an extremely in- 
teresting and delicate phase" of dipomacy 
leading hopefully to such 
negotiations. 


Furthermore, the President's news confer- 
ence came at a time when there had been 
a considerable number of rumors about 
such possibilities. Perhaps now President 
Johnson is using on the American people 
the same lure and prod process which has 
so far failed with the North Vietnamese. 


We know that President Johnson is sin- 


cere in his desire to have the war end and 
not merely because it has become an ap- 
palling political liability to his party and 
to himself. The series of mistakes that led 
to our involvement cannot be blamed on 
any individual or any administration. 


But the portrait of the President as a 


deeply humble man, confessing his errors, 
and in the position of an underdog, is even 
less realistic than he felt that portrait by 
Peter Hurd was and which he so summarily 
rejected as "the ugliest thing I ever saw." 


Spain Trades With Cuba 


There would appear to be no more un- 


conciliatory enemies than Franco's Spain 
and Castro's Cuba. 


Spain is evolving slowly from the Fas- 


cist regime which it won after a bitter 
civil war against a force heavily supported 
by Communists. It does not recognize most 
Communist governments or trade with 
them. Cuba is loudly Communist with as 
strong ties as it can muster to both Moscow 
and Peking and issues regular diatribes 
against imperialism, fascism and capitalism. 


But all of this does not at all affect 


the growing trade across the Atlantic be- 
tween Spain and Cuba. 


In 1962 Spanish exports to Cuba were 


only $1.3 million. In 1965 they amounted 
to $34.4 million. They are expected to 
double that amount for 1966 hitting some- 
where around $70 million. In the last two 
years Spain's relations with Cuba have 
meant a favorable balance of trade for 
Spain. Imports in 1965 amounted to $34.2 
million. 


So far the United States, which berates 


other countries about helping Fidel, hasn't 
complained. Last year Spain built and deliv-, 
ered four or five freighters to Cuba which 
have been responsible in great part for the 
increased trade. Other sales primarily were 
heavy trucks, industrial machinery and 
electrical equipment. In return Cuba sends 
to Spain mostly sugar and tobacco. 


The United States Congress has forbid- 


den the Food for Freedom program to those 
countries which are sending a lot of things 
into Hanoi. 
But the Cuba-Spain trade 


growth indicates how difficult all of this 
becomes. There is no more vehement 
spokesman for the case of North Vietnam 
than Fidel Castro. And there is no louder 
defense of military opposition to all Com- 
munist governments than Francisco Franco. 


But in between is the matter of money. 
In the last few weeks Spain has signed 


a trade-pact with Communist Romania and 
it is likely that similar agreements will be 
made with other Eastern European nations. 
Neither the Communists nor Franco seem 
concerned about the conflict with their 
ideological positions. But Spain has not 
been able to get into NATO or the Common 
Market. And it refuses to recognize Israel 
because it doesn't want to annoy its Arab 
friends. 


There is probably good reason why the 


United States thus far has made no official 
complaint about the Spanish assistance to 
Fidel Castro. Next year it is quite likely 
that Spain will demand a renegotiation of 
the United States-Spanish military bases 
agreement. Since a plane carrying several 
nuclear bombs crashed in Spain there has 
been something less than enthusiasm for 
the renewal of the pact as it now stands.
